Mr. Dodd has been a land examiner 
for Osler, Hammond & Nanton for a number 
of years, and it is supposed that: his visit to 
Peace 1iver wag with a view to future land 
operations by those gentlemen. 

THRESHING is nearly finished in the 
Josephburg settlement, east of Fort Sas- 
katchewan, John Mohr had 700 bushels of 
wheat on 14 acres. Gus. Doze had 32 
bushels to the acre from 40 acres. The 
wheat of that settlement will probably 
average 30 bushels to the acre. 


THE gold dredge Otter has been busy this 
week scooping out the upper end of Ross’ 
bar in order to secure a sefe berth in which 
to lie up for the winter. The dredging 
part of the machinery works pertectly. 
The gold saviog part has not yet been fully 
adjusted, and the necessity of getting safely 
placed for the winter did not admit of the 
necessary delay in completing the adjust- 
ment. This dredge is far and away the 
most complete and powerful that has been 
tried on the river yet. 

THRESHING is in progress throughout the 
settlement. D. Crozier on W. Cust’s Cut- 
bank farm of 425 acres has 5,500 bushels of 
wheat, 3,300 bushels oats, and 300 bushels 
barley, Mr. Crozier came from Kansas this 
spring. John Harrold of Sturgeon had 334 
bushels of wheat to the acre on the whole 
crop. His son had 57 bushels to the acre 
on one field. W. Nicolson had 43 bushels 
cf wheat tothe acre on his whole acreage. 
The grain is all in good condition. 

A. §1. Laurent, Dominion government 
engineer, returned or Sunday from a trip 
of inspection over the new Slave lake trail 
to the Athabasca river and some distance 
beyond. The department of public works 
required information as to the nature and 
purpose of this trail before expending any 
part of the $15,000 voted at last session of 
parliament on it. Mr. St. Laurent will re- 
port favorably. It is uncectain as yet 
whether the Dominion will repay the 
Northwest government, will improve the 
trail already constructed, or will continue 
the trail beyond its present terminus. Mr. 
St. Laurent left for Ottawa on Tuesday.

LIEUTENANT-GOVERNOR AND 
INDIAN COMMISSIONER. 


The double appointment of A. E. 
Forget, late Indian commissioner, to 
be lieutenant-governor of the Terri- 
tories, and of Hon. D. Laird, our first 
lieutenant-governoi, to be Indian com- 
missioner, gives general satisfaction. 

Lieutenant-Governor Forget’s ap- 
pointment is a compliment to the 
Territories in that he is a resident of 
many years, and has been intimately 
connected with Territorial public 
affairs ever since the organization of 
government here. He is not only 
familiar with the history of local gov- 
ernment in the Territories, but he 
was part of that history; therefore 
he is in a better position to deal with 
difficult questions, should any arise, 
than one who was not so familiar. 
At the same time his being so long and 
20 closely identified with the Territories 
is a guarantee that he will look favor- 
ably on legitimate Territorial aspira- 
tions. He is a gentleman of more 
than ordinary attainments, of attrac- 
tive personaity, and one who, while 
adhering to his views under even 
adverse circumstances, always inspired 
respect, and the belief that he was as 
honest as he was earnest in upholding 
them. Ill-health in recent years has 
been a heavy burden for him to bear, 
but no man ever bore such a burden 
with more cheerful heart, or allowed 
it to interfere less with his duties. 
It is the hope of everyone that in his 
new sphere his health may be restored 
and that he has yet many years of 
honor and usefulness before him. 

Of the new Indian commissioner it 
is sufficient to say that when lietenant- 
governor he was also Indian com- 
missioner, at a time when the dealings 
of the government with the Indians 
was at the most critical point. He 
negotiated the treaty with the Black- 
feet, till that time the most difficult 
nation of Indians on the continent to 
deal with. His duties of lieutenant- 
governor and Indian commissioner 
were discharged successfully and 
honorably in every particular. There 
is therefore every reason to believe 
that his administration of Indian 
affairs will be thoroughly satisfactory. 
It is Hon. Mr. Laird’s best recom- 
mendation that the announcement of 
his return to a share in Territorial 
affairs has been received with univer-

TERRITORIAL ELECTIONS. 
The number of  acclamations 
which have occurred so far in 


the Territorial elections are an indica- 
tion that no very pronounced opposi- 
tion is being offered to the govern- 
ment of Messrs. Haultain and Ross, 
as the members so elected are all on 
the government side.

Mr. Ross has had a hard fight in every 
election at which he offered in the 
Moose Jaw district since 1883. He was 
always successful, but this is the first 
occasion on which he has been honor- 
ed with an acclamation. This after 
so many years of contest is particularly 
significant as to the esteem in which 
the government of which he is a 
member, as weil as himself personally, 
is held. Contrary to general expecta- 
tion Premier Haultain jis being oppos- 
ed in MacLeod district. On what 
grounds has not appeared, but there 
is no doubt without hope of success. 

The efforts that have been made to 
ran local politics on federal party lines 
—or in other words use the Territorial 
government and legislature as a 
donkey engine for one or the other 
party in federal politics, instead of 
for the welfare of the Territories—have 
not been crowned with success.

A sample of galena ore from Great 
Slave lake was recently sent by J. A, 
McDougall to Dr. Dawson, director of 
the geological survey, for assay. The 
assay shows silver at the rate of 16 
ounces to the ton. Or, leaving out the 
valueless rock, 38 ounces of silver to the 
ton of pure galena, that is lead and 
silver ore. This is a good showing 
considering the sample was only an out- 
crop, picked up practically at random; 
and proves that Great Slave lake is at 
least worthy of careful prospecting.

FINDLAY RIVER. 
James E. Smith, one of a party who 
returned from a point on y river, 


120 miles above Fort Graham, has 
given the Bu.ietin some interesting 
particulars regarding matters and things 
in the upper Peace river region. He 
was a member of the Good Hore pros- 
pecting party, and reached Graham on 
July 3rd. The party prospected 1 

miles up the Indianica tributary of the 
Findlay, which puts in from the west 
some distamce above Graham, No 
strikes were made on this river, but 


very good gulena was found. 

D. McRae, of Edmonton, who had 
mined on the Saskatchewan for years, 
struck « bar on the main or west branch 
of the Findley a short distance above 
the junction of the middle and east 
branches, and about 120 miles above 
Graham, out of which he made $85 in 
three days. He then came down the 
river and informed his brother and two 
partners and the Good Hope party of 
the strike. McRae’s party took out 
$250 in a very few daye and the Good 
Hope party tuok $150. The McRae’s 
came down to Graham, purchased 
fresh supplies and started on for Pelly 
river. The Good Hope party divided. 
Smith and some. of the others return- 
img in order that the rest might be 
better fitted to go on. 

The guide who had accompanied 
Moodie’s party to Sylvester's Landing, 
had returned to Graham before Smith 
and party started for Edmonton. He 
informed them that the bar upon 
whick they were mining was 40 miles 
from the head of Black river, a large 
tributary of the Liard. The trail 
followed up the middle branch of the 
Firdlay. The portage to the Black 
river was oply four miles. The travel- 
ling down Black river and across to 
Sylvester’s Landing was good. 

The Braithwaite, Miller and Jones 
parties travelling by boat, had reached 
a point within forty miles of Black 
river. They would use their horses to 
pack across the divide and were getting 
on well, all things considered. 

Some members of the Fresnu party 
worked on a bar up the Findlay, but 
only made smal] pay. 

Ia passing along the Findlay Dan 
McRae in noticing the bars would say : 
“That looks to contein gold. If it 
were only harder, like the bars on the 
Saskatchewan 1 would prospect it.” 
The formation on the bar which he did 
work was just the same as on the 
others. So thet many other bars 
might have contained good pay,too, had 
they been prospected. 

Large numbers of prospectors passed 
the Good Hope party’s camp while 
they were at the mouth of the In- 
dianiea ; all bound for Dease and Pelly 
rivers. None of those who went over 
the divide to Black river came back, 
therefore Mr. Smith thinks they must 
have gone on to Sylvester's Landing. 

Upwards of 100 men are wintering 
between St. John and the head of the 
Black river. They have put up hay 
for their horses and have made them- 
selves comfortable for the winter. Six 
men were mining at St. John, and 
others all the way up. The White 
party had gone up the Indianica to 
winter. Mr. and Mrs. Heiser; Mr. and 
Mrs. Nansen, Mr. and Mrs. Allen, Mr. 
Dunlap, of the Fresno party, some of 
the Bartle party, and others probably 
30 in all, were wintering at and above 
Graham. 

A very good deposit of mica had 
been discovered on the Findlay. 

Thirty-six families of Indians trade 
ot Fort Graham. They seem very in- 
telligent and most ef them speak some 
English. They have ne horses. 

A large number of prospectors came 
to the Findlay by the Ashcroft route, 
but all went out again. 

Very good vegetables are raised in 
the H. B. Co. garden at Fort Graham. 
The potatoes are excellent. 

A man named Hopkins died some 
time in August near the summit of the 
pass between St.John and Graham. 
The party he was with held up on his 
account from May until August. The 
cause of death was said to have been 
rheumatism. 

The band of cattle, 36 head, taken 
out by G. W. Lang, passed Fort 
Graham early in July. They were in 
good shape and none had been lost. 
One had been left at Dunvegan, and 
about 70 miles above Graham one was 
killed and the beef dried. They were 
packing 150 to 200 pounds each. The 
same party had 16 horses which ran 
loose, as the oxen did so much better 
than the horses under pack. 

Jones’ band of cattle waa also doing 
well. He left 25 head at St. John to 
be slaughtered and sold during the 
winter, and 25 head more at Graham 
for the same purpose. He went on 
with 17 head and crossed the east 
branch of the Findlay about Sept. 
10th, on the way to Sylvester's Land- 
ing. He had lost one by its getting a 
leg broken at Peace River Crossing and 
sold one at St. John. He also was 
packing some of the cattle. 

The Good Hope party travelled 
from Edmonton with sleighs to Dun- 
vegan. Frem there they packed to St. 
John over a good trail with plenty of 
feed. Timber light, no muskeg except 
the large one séten milés acrdss. 
Through» timbér for 30+ milés* beyond 
St. John, but good trail. Then Jim 

Rose prairie, thousands of acreé of 
pasture and hay, Beyond prairie’ a 
35 mile belt of timber in which no 
feed, but the travelling not bad.» Be 
youd this timber, Half way river which 
is followed to the summit. Plenty of 


feed all the way ; not bad travelling; 
very gentle rise. Mountains rounded 
and grassy ; no jagged s. Picked 
ripe strawberries on the summit on 
June 20th. Sixteen days from St. 
John to Graham. Forded every stream. 
Beyond the summit the Ospica is 
crossed. Trail bad with swamp and 
fallen timber for a day on each side of 


20 | the Ospica. Last day to Graham very 


good except for six miles of down 
timber. Trail from Graham up the 
Findlay very fair. Feed all the way. 
The canon of the Findlay is 30 miles 
above Graham. The boats pass this 
by a mile portage. Another canon 
occurs on the middle fork of the Find- 
lay which the trail to Black river 
follows. The west branch is the main 
stream of the Findlay and is the one 
which was found to be gold bearing. 
Thirty miles above Graham there is a 
prairie of a thousand acres with 
abundant hay and pasture, The 
Walker party, from Agricola, were 30 
miles above Graham on July 10th. 

The Indians east of the mountains 
have large numbers of horses and their 
stallions were a great nuisance to the 
prospectors. A number of them were 
shot by the prospectors and the Indians 
were very wrathy in consequence, and 
for a time matters looked ugly. 

Coming down Mr. Smith and party 
left camp, 120 miles above oo Bate 
on Sept. 15th. They remained about 
a week at Graham and were only two 
days from there to Cust’s house at the 
head of Rocky Mountain portage, by 
water. 

It his doubeful if the Parle pas and 
Findlay rapids, on the Peace, can be 
navigated by steamers unless they are 
improved. 

They met Dr. Nichols at St. John 
only 15 days out from Edmonton, 
bound for the Findlay, to stake claims 
which he had iocated on his former 
trip.
